CAUGHT IN CROSSFIRE 
BORO YOUTH KILLED WHILE HUNTING 


The first day of the 1964 deer 
hunting season yesterday claim­ 
ed the life of a 19-year-old Bris­ 
tol resident. 


John T. Modla Jr., 1918 Tren­ 
ton Ave., assistant manager of 
O’Boyle’s Restaurant, Route 13, 
was killed instantly while hunt­ 
ing at the Ressica Falls Boy 
Scout Reservation near Mar­ 
shalls Creek. 


A report from nearby Strouds­ 
burg revealed that Modla was 
apparently caught in a cross­ 
fire when a deer darted between 
him and another hunting party. 
He was struck in the chest by a 
high - powered rifle shell which 


passed through his body. 


35 Minutes Later 


His body was discovered some 
35 minutes 
later 
by another 
hunter, Frank Young of Eas­ 
ton. Officials determined that 
Modla had fired at the deer 
and had ejected the empty cart­ 
ridge from his rifle when he 
was struck by the other hunt­ 
er’s shot. The time of death 
was set at approximately IO 
o’clock yesterday morning. 


Modla left on the hunting trip 
Sunday night accompanied by 
his brother, James, of Doyles­ 
town and one of Jam es’ friends. 
They spent the night near Mar­ 


shalls Creek. It was Modla’s 
first deer hunt and he was so 
excited about the trip he could 
hardly sleep, his brother report­ 
ed. 


Ironically, the deer also was 
killed and was being dressed 
by the 
other 
hunting 
party 
about 35 feet away from where 
Modla’s body lay. The group re­ 
portedly was unaware that Mod­ 
la had been caught in the cross­ 
fire. 


One report from Marshalls 
Creek slated that police declin­ 
ed to identify immediately the 
name of the hunter who fired 
the shot which killed Modla, 


and another report said that the 
hunter is yet to be identified. 


Modla was married last Janu­ 
ary to 
the 
former Albertina 
Carlson of Bristol. The couple 
met three years ago when they 
first 
became 
employes 
at 
O’Boyle’s.

He was a graduate of Bishop 
Egan High School, Class of 1963, 
and a member of St. Mark’s 
Church, Bristol.

Roe­ 
dema reported that when he re­ 
alized the plane could not re­ 
turn to its base, he gave the or­ 
der to bail out. 
“ Roedema . . . repeated the 
order to bail out to the VNAF 
(Vietnamese

several times, but he did not 
know whether it was carried 
out,” the spokesman said. “As 
of late this afternoon, the air­ 
craft searching the scene re­ 
ported no sight of the missing 
man.” 


The spokesman said Roedema 
heard Communist troops in the 
area where he parachuted to 
the ground and hid in the dense 
underbrush for several hours 
while waiting for rescue heli­ 


copters. He was picked up safe­ 
ly “shortly before noon.’

CAPE MAY, N J. (UPI)—A 
Coast Guard helicopter today 
rescued six men, including a 
Lower Makefield man, from a 
disabled sailing vessel adrift for 
21 hours in storm-tossed seas 
60 miles southeat of here. 


The Lower Makefield man is 
Donald C. Lex, 25, of 106 Vernon 
Lane, who signed aboard the 
“Liki Tiki” as it shipped out 
yesterday for Florida. 


The men were plucked from 
the 65-foot schooner “Liki Tiki” 
in a basket hoist and flown to 
Wallops Island, Va., where they 
will be treated for severe cases 
of seasickness and then return­ 
ed here. 


The helicopter battled high 


winds and “a mast that was 
bobbing like a needle” to pull 
the men off the stricken schoon­ 
er. Three Coast Guard cutters 
were standing by the abandon­ 
ed vessel in an attempt to get 
a tow line aboard. 


A Coast Guard spokesman 
said the men on the “Liki Tiki” 
were complaining of “terrible 
seasickness” and asked to be 
taken off. 


“We didn’t want to take the 
risk,” the spokesman said, “but 
we didn’t know how much long­ 
er the v e s s e l would stay 
afloat.”
